As  required  of  all 
signatories  to  the  GATT  Standards  Code,  the  following  notifications  of  foreign  proposed 
standards-related  rules  have  been  provided  for  the  information  and  comment  of  interested 
agencies  and  firms.  The  Technical  Office  invites  inquiries  from  anyone  who  believes  that 
any  of  the  proposed  regulations  notified  under  this  heading  could  cause  a  trade  problem.

Japan  -  TBT  Notification  85.43  The  Japanese  Ministry  of  health  and  Welfare,  Environmental 
Health  Bureau,  Food  Sanitation  Division,  Office  of  Port  Health  Administration  has 
announced  the  establishment  of  temporary  tolerances  for  ethylene  dibromioe  (EDB)  in  wheat 
and  its  products.  The  temporary  tolerances  are  as  follows:  wheat  -  100  ppb,  intermediate 
level  products  (flour  etc.)  -  10  ppb,  end  products  (bread  etc.)  -  not  detected.  The 
tolerances  entered  into  force  January  10,  1985. 

Chile  -The  Technical  Office  recently  receiveG  a  copy  of  Chile's  labeling  ano  packaging 
regulations. 

Canada  -  Agriculture  Canada  recently  issued  a  press  release  stating  that  Agriculture 
Minister  John  Wise  has  instructed  Agriculture  Canada  officials  to  amend  regulations  to 
permit  the  voluntary  dual  measurement  labeling  (metric  and  imperial)  of  Ag, .cultural 
chemicals,  including  fertilizers  and  pesticides.
